A new line of endeavor has appear- 
ed in Alberta in the past two years, 
known usually as Town and Rural 
Planning.

worth while to spend much time in 
planning a town or c*ty whirh will 
contain perhaps. hundreds or thous- 
ands of buildings’ and which will 
outlast a long series of structures er- 
ected upon the same site. The City 
Plan should be studied with refer- 
ence to the hills and valleys when 
these are found within its boundar- 
ies; with regard to the location of 
factories, warehouses, shops, resi- 
dences, apartment buildings, offices, 
stores and public buildings; study- 
ing it with reference to its connection 
with the surrounding. country by 
means of the various highways, and 
also with reference to those localit- 
jes not especially adapted to any of 


the purposes named, but very useful |: 


as parks, forests, water views and 
glimpses into the open spaces outside 
of the City. 

Intelligent study with reference to 
the locations of the different classes 
of buildings and the streets and parks 
in the past, would have saved vast 
sums of money in construction and 
maintenance, and, what is of even 
more importance, would have preser- 
ved and developed the beauty of towns 
and cities in this Province. The fund- 
amental beauty of a town or city, 
which depends on its arrangement of 
streets and its preservation of hills, 
valleys, ravines, rivers and lakes in 
all their natural loveliness, lasts for 
generations. 

The citizens of a town or city that

EDMONTON, Feb. 13--Information |

“(TY think that, had the Moderation 
League conducted a petition urging 
that the present act be allowed to 
remain as it is, such a petition would | 
have received the support of many 
more than 50,000, the total on the 
present petition,’’ he continued.

BEER AND BOOTLEGGING 


Editor: The Western Globe. 


The prohibitionists of Alberta have 
had their convention in Calgary and 
one looks in vain for signs of con- 


crete accomplishments, which emanat- 


ed from their deliberations. 

The major issue to them, as far as 
I could gather from the press reports, 
was as to whether beer should be sold 
in the beer parlors, on the main 
floor of the hotels, or whether it 
should be sold via the bootlegger, in|’ 
the various dives known best to the 
gentlemen of thst class, for (and let 
us be frank upon the question) that |° 
is what is going to happen if the 
beer parlors are closed. 

I cannot understand the mentality 
of educated people who recognize beer 
as a social detriment and make an 
obscession of it whilst at the same 
time.they. fail to aeknowledg 80 
many other and more vital ia. 
that confront the people of Alberta 
and Canada today. 

I failed to find in any press re- 
ports where they had discussed the 
present depression and brought forth 
any recommendation of a constructive 
nature that may be of benefit to this 
Dominion at the present acute period. 

I failed to find where they had dis- 
cussed unemployment and the mis- 
ery and poverty now existing there- 
from. 

I am willing to bet my hat that 
they didn’t go on record in favor of 
unemployment insurance nor in favor 
of higher wages to the workers, so 
that the basis of real prosperity may 
again be established, and yet there 
were over 50 delegates present. 

They loudly acclaim drink es a 
wrecker of homes, whilst failing to 
acknowledge the poverty caused by 
low wages and unemployment is 
wrecking thousands of lives and 
homes at this very time. They see the 
open beer parlor but fail to acknow- 
ledge in a concrete manner many 
weaknesses and inequalities of our 
present social order. They strain at 
a gnat and swallow a camel. 

I maintain that under the present 
depression’ with our men and women 
unemployed and children under-nour- 
ished, with women and young girls 
being forced to the street, that pro- 
hibition at this time is not an issue 
of any importance. The provincial 
government can spend its money to 
better advantage at this time than by 
granting a costly election just to sat- 
isfy the whims of a few people who 
seem to possess just single-track 
minds. 

We had prohibition in Alberta be- 
fore and its failure to function caus- 
ed us to repeal it. There may not 
have been as much liquor consumed 
during prohibition, but every drop 
that was consumed was consumed il- 
legally except the amount consumed 
under a doctor’s prescription and I 
want to say right now that Drum- 
heller is a cleaner town today, both 
morally and physically, than it ever 
was under prohibition. Under prohib- 
ition Drumheller was nothing but a 
den of vice and was regarded as a 
whelp from the belly of Chicago.
